This issue completes the third volume of the 
We may be allowed to in- 
dulge in a retrospective glance, as three years’ 
newspaper experience in the capital of British 
Columbia is no inconsiderable item in one’s life 
time. .The life of an Editor is not an enviable 
one under ordinary cireumstatices ; and it is 
even lese so in a stnall community where every- 
thing has to be created, out of chaos, hewn out 
ef the rough,.-crude material, hurriedly thrown 
together from the four corners of. the globe. 
Such a field is a most trying one for a young 
Editor, and such has been our lot. The’ trials 
with which we have had to contend ‘have not 
differed materially from those which usually fall 
to the lot of the profession. It has been our 
misfortune to be in whiform opposition to the 
Government ;’ and, consequently, the wrongs 
and petty persecutions which we have had to 
endare have only been such as one might expect 
at the hands of a set of men not over scrupulous, 
and geemingly strangers to liberal institutions 


as well as to the freedom of tle Press, and the |. 


common rights of the people. | While scrupulous- 
ly eschewing personality and, scurrility it has 
ever been our aim to strike fearlessly at the 
root of every wrong, and sedulously to advocate 
those measures and reforms which in our judg- 
ment would most effectually promote the mate- 
rial prosperity of the Colony at large, and render 
it a desirable home for a British population. In 
doing this we have of course made enemies, and, 
doubtless, have erred sometimes ; but what little 
abilities we possess have been freely and heartily 
devoted to the promotion of political and relig- 
ious liberty in this our adopted country. Nor 
do we believe, weak and imperfect as our best 
efforts have often been; that we have “ labored 


_ in vain or spent our strength for naught.’ Long, 


indeed, have we waited, arid much, very mach, 
have we endured ; but that we will very shortly 
realize the fall fruition of all we have hoped for— 
fought for—there is no longer. room to doubt. 
Even now, illiberal and imperfect as is the form 
of Government jast conferred upon this Colony, 
we have.reason to hope that several of those 
great reforms for the advocacy of which this 
journal sprang into existence are within our 
Although deliverance has lingered, and 
our knocking at the door of the Colonial. Office 
has been long and wearisome—for the Duke 


_slept at his post and had to be awaked—and al- 


though, even in the receiving of it, that deliver- 
ance from the’ oppressive one-man power may 
seem tardy and dribbling, and thus its effects 
may be less perceptible, yet we shall gradually 
find ourselves in the happy enjoyment of those 
rights and powers which are so sweet, so essen- 
tial, to those who have once possessed them. 

We are not vain.enough to imagine that the 
wonderful success which has attended the publi- 
cation of the British Cotvmstan ‘is altogether 
owing to our financial ability or editorial talent. 
We cannot but feel, and we were an ingrate did 
we not acknowledge, that it is attributable, in a 
very great degree, to the unanimity and liberality 
with which this community ‘have sustained the 
entetprise, and the kindly sympathy which they 
have ever accorded us—a sympathy which has 
been so warm and generous in the -most trying 
circumstances thrvugh which we have been called 
upon to pass, in defence of liberty and trath, that 
we must carry the grateful remembrance of it to 
the grave—we say, it is to a kind and generous 
public that we are mainly indebted for the suc- 


~ eess whieh has hitherto crowned our humble but 


earnest efforts. Had it not been fora conscious- 
ness of that sympathy we should probably have 
fainted and succumbed to trials which were 
doubtless, many of them, created by the enemy, 
and meant to crush out that spirit of indepen- 
dence and perseverance which is the peculiar 
and proud characteristic of the people of this 
city, But although + heat fought long, against 
fearful odds, and, doubtless, gained much, yet 
The Colonial 


that colonists must fight their way, inch by inch ; 

and we have little reason to hope that the his. 
tory of British Colambia will prove different from 
that of Colonies situated much nearer to, and, 
consequently, better understood, by the supreme 
governing power. It is the destiny of pioneer

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| colonists to have the heat of the battle to fight. 

| Let us not prove unworthy of the glorious des- 

bed of building ap, or at least founding, a great 
| Colony on the shores of the Pacific. 

Need we, in conclusion, remind our readers | ° 
that ifthe Brirish Cotumptan be accounted & 
worthy instrument in this political warfare a con- 
tinoance Of that sympathy and support which 
we have hitherto received, and for which we now 
return our sincere acknowledgments, is as essen- 
| tialas ever. Patriotism is all very well in its 
place ; but an Editor is no more than mortal, and 
cannot subsist upon it. Money makes the pen 
go as well as the mare ; and without that mate- 
rial support the editorial pen is apt to lack that 
vitality, that vim which .is so essential to a 
successful conflict with the enemies of onr liber- 
ties and progress. While thanking our patrons 
for past-support, we would, therefore, remind 
them that we rely upon a continuance of it for 
future success ; and we hope that an increasing 
population ind the increased liberality of the 
peers f will ere long justify a DAILY PUBLICATION.
